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Meeting with Bac 


-- We deeply regret the profound tragedy which 
has developed in South Viet-Nam. 

— The Administration is persisting in an all- 
out effort to obtain supplementary military aid, and 
we will not give up this effort as long as there is 
any hope. Frankly, however, prospects for Congres- 
sional approval are not good. 

-- We do expect, however, that the Congress will 
appropriate additional funds for humanitarian and 
economic aid. 

-- Whatever the outcome of the votes in Congress, 
this Administration will continue to do everything 
we can to support the South Vietnamese Government 
and meet American obligations. But you are well 
aware of the legal restrictions under which we must 
operate . 

-- If the worst happens, we will make every ef- 
fort possible to evacuate, along with Americans, 
those Vietnamese who have been most closely asso- 
ciated with us and those who would be most endangered 
by a Communist takeover. We will of course do our 
best to avoid taking any action on evacuation which 
would tend to undermine the South Vietnamese Govern- 
ment or to cause panic. 

— I would appreciate your assessment of how the 
situation may develop in South Viet-Nam and what 
actions might realistically be taken to avert dis- 
aster. 


— Would the Communists be willing to negotiate 
anything but surrender under present circumstances? 
If so, under what conditions? 

-- Have South Vietnamese officials been in con- 
tact with the Communist side? If so, with what re- 
sults?
